Blight aging changes 
the arterlea of babies and through- 
out childhood. As BOon as we atop 
growing, aging changes In Ihe ar- 
teries become more marked tmtll 
Ihey are found In moat hlood vessels 
in per."ons of advanced years. Hard- 
ened arteries may corry as much 
blood oa ever, hi some Instances 
actually more because they arc 
stretched and longer, but the vessel 
wall lacka elastic recoil, and this 
Interferes wllh tho tlcxlblltty ot clr- 

The chief accident which occurs 
In hardening of the arteries Is rup- 
ture. Mofit TllaJ spot in Ihe body 
for nipliire lo occur la the brnln, 
where the condition Li known as 
apoplexy. A cerebral "accident" oc- 
curs when a small or largo vessel 
In the brain la blocked or lorn, wllh 
ull apparently more serious 
beginning than It will bo 
. If tho hemorrhage Is large 
inl or If a vltnl spot la af- 
paralyals ot the face, arm 
and leg occurs. Moat of us suffer 
many small strokes as we grow older 
without rcol paralynia developing. 

Hardening of the nrterica results 
In Interference with the circulation 
by narrowing tho passage woy. Pa- 
vorile spots tor this change to de. 
velop are the coronary arteries ol 
the heart, and the arteries of the 
legs and feet. The circulation tend; 
lo be less efficient In the heart and 
lower extremities as we grow older 
and we should n ' 
by over-exertion. Injuries ot the 
feel, eiTn those which are super- 
ficial, have less of a tendency la 
heal promptly In older persona be- 
cauie ot Insufficient clrcul»tl«i. 

Dltllculty hi high blood presiuro 
oceura in the. smaller arteries of 
the body which are composed chiefly 
muscle. In tha bcgtnnln( stages 
ot high blood pressure, these imall 
arteries develop spasm, while In tho 
stngea permanent hardening 
occurs- Purpose of Ihese smnll ar- 
1» to distribute blood flow 
where needed They operate like
